the Chestnut street entrance to tbe 
mint. Here it is that tho captain is star 
tinned all through the long hours of 
his shift Every two niinntos and a 
half tbe central maebtuo in tho rotunda 
denotes the presence of some one of the 
guard at somjfparticular station in the 
building. If it doesn’t, then tho cap¬ 
tain knows that something is wrong, 
and he immediately proceeds to discov¬ 
er what it is. 

But it has been a long time since the 
little machine failed to send forth iti 
aunouDcement at the proper time, fox' 
the mint guard^are patrolling up and 
down outside the big building, careful¬ 
ly watching that no suspicious charac¬ 
ters approach too near the vast treasure 
left iu their care. 

Promptly'at midnight the second 
shift of tho night guard puts in an ap¬ 
pearance to relievo the early shift. It 
is also composed of a captain and 11 
men, and they arc split up, as the other 
squad, into inside aud outside dotaila 
From midnight on until 7 o’clock in 
the morning they follow in the foot¬ 
steps of the first shift, with every fac¬ 
ulty alert to catch an intruder^ 

The big revolvers are not'^he only 
weapons upon which, the guards have 
to Tely. Ou each side of the main cor¬ 
ridor leading from the Chestnut street 
entrance stands a walnut case. Thfxiugh 
the polished glass front of one frown 
20 Vvinchester rifles. The other con¬ 
tains as many ugly looking carbiues. 
To grab these dispensers of death would 
be but the work of an instant for the 
guards, aud then woe be uuto any man 
or men upon whom it might found 
Doceswry to turu them. 

For tho revolvers there is kept con¬ 
stantly on band iu the mint 500 rounds 
of ammunition, ami for the rit^e^ aud 
carbines 2,600 rounds Each of the 
guards ia an expert/iii tbe nso.nf both 
the pistol and tho guu, and each is en-

Dancing on the body of a | 
prostrate enemy is to them bilarioni 
bnsinesa The writhing of a victim un¬ 
der torture is the funniest thing imagl- 
hable. A new device fox torment is a 
olever jest. The iuflioting of a ghastly 
wonud as some pdor wretch runs the 
gantlet makes them yell with glee. The 
things that shook or honrlfy or disgnst 
the civiiixed man are abont tbo only 
things worth laughing at from a suv- 
Bge’s point of view. 

With tho exception, therefore, of 
rongb practical jokes, which may iiossl- 
bly wrinkle his stolid fugtnros with u 
momentary grin, tbo barbarian has no 
apprtcintlou of civilized liumor. He 
can’t see where tho fun conics in if no¬ 
body is hurt. 

This was curlonsly lllnstratcd not long 
ago when a couwidernblo nnniber of 
Chinamen went to a New York theater 
lo see u burlesque performance. When 
tho American part of the audience 
laughed, the delegation from Chinatown 
sat with faces absolutely blank, but the 
Uiuin^nt any hint of brutality, tragedy 
or tcan; appeared on tho stage tlicir 
heavy features lighted and were wreath¬ 
ed iu mulies. It was a strange thing to 
witness, but it was all in iierfoct keep¬ 
ing with the cruel instiucts of their 
race. 

Even tbo knowledge that ho is him¬ 
self to bo tlio next victim does not spoil 
tho fun of a cruel spectacle for a bar¬ 
barian thoroughbred. Hero is an iu- 
stuuce: 

A finmlwr of Sinmeso who bad been 
engaged in a bloody revolt wore cap¬ 
tured red handed and sentenced to mili¬ 
tary execution. A platoon of soldiers 
was drawn up witli loaded muskets, be¬ 
fore whom tho doomed men wore led 
out in 8(inads of five or six to bo shot, 
while those who were waiting their 
turn stood by, under guard, looking on. 

When tho first volley waa fired, the 
victims, torn by tlie storm of bullets, 
leaped into the air with violent contor¬ 
tions and fell dead. And this to the 
poor wretches who were about to go 
tbiongh tho same experience seemed so 
fine a show and so excruciatingly funny 
that they were fairly convulsed with 
laughter. 

Such is tho hnmor of savages, and 
such doubtlesH wore the beginnings of 
mirv’b the world over. Strange as it 
may seem, there are many hints of this 
barbarous origin iu the fun of tbo most 
highly civilized. We no longer laugh 
at really tragic occorreuce.s, it is true, 
fcT other and moro humane oinotious 
are too strongly excited. 

But if we chance to see a ridiculous 
mishap which d(x*8 not quite rise to tho 
diguity of tragedy—an accident by 
which someone is greatly inconvenienc¬ 
ed and annoyed without being seriously 
injured—the remnant at the savage 
breaks loose iu us, aud wo laugh till the 
tears come.

“Very well, but if any one objecte lei 
him go to the gallery, aud I guaruntl*f' 
that ho shall not ho turned away.’’ 

Only five of tho JlOO went up stairs, 
aud tho others were thoroughly search¬ 
ed by experieuced men. Two hundrer, 
and forty-nine hud nothing, one bod a 
farthing, 11 had a halfpenny, one bad 
three farthings, 13 hud a peun^, tw( 
hud a penny farthing, four had thret 
halfpence, nine twopence, three two 
pence halfpenny and two hud threepence 
halfpenny.

S.> 
loo Willi Ht.'John's story about the .'^•J^iun 
Well. '1 he department had put down two 
artesian wells at a cost oV 1^'200U, liiereby 
i Having of liHiUU per year in water rates 
from the City of ,G(i®lpb. Bl. John repre 
anted mat this money hud been expended 
111 (iiggitig a common little well. 1 hen 
(here was the pioneer farm. The Opposi 
lion chaiged up the expenses of running 
the pioneer fatm against the product of a 
few cows, and gloatingly referred to 
i^rsuen's per pound butter. He refer 
red to tho ram story, and a few other in 
rttaiicis to^sliow the desperate straits tin 
OppoHiion were'driveu to in order to make 
pulitieal capital against the Government. 
In (Healing with the surplmj^jueslion Mr. 
Dryden said, for ‘JO years The Opposition 
had been declaring the Goverment is bank¬ 
rupt, still it was going along paying its 
way. Mr. Dryden showed the excellent 
audit possessed by the Government and 
the difficulty of parsing any account not 
strictly correct. They had just as good an 
audit system as the Dominiou Govorn- 
meut. 

Mr. Drydeii dealt briefly with Dr. 
Miacbam’s record in the legislature. We 
were now in a growing time.

We have only 
one immigration agent there, and Dr. 
Mcacham doesn't believe in it. Wo should 
try and get hold more than ever of the 
English market if wo can. lie had en¬ 
deavored to encourage tho shipment of 
poultry there. Dr. Meacbam opposed the 
grant of 91400 to the Poultry Association. 
Ue pointeefont how the municipalities had 
lost heavily by the defalcations of connty 
treasurers. Tho Government had intro¬ 
duced a system of book keeping and ap¬ 
pointed a competent provincial auditor to 
inspect the books of county treasurers, 
thereby doing away with the possibility of 
municipalities being systematically robbed 
by dishonest treasurers. Dr. Meacbam, 
with that great sagacity for ^ich be is 
noted, opposed this appointment. lie 
fought against the County Councils Act. 
Dr, Meacbam said that if we passed that 
act they would raise such a storm that it 
would drive us out of power. How much 
do you hear about it now ? Dr. Meacham 
opposed the appointment of a forestry 
Commission and a clerk of forestry. The 
Government was now reforesting limits, 
but Dr. Meacbam had opposed the whole 
movement. His time was taken up in 
manufacturing petty campaign cries. 

Mr. Drydon pointed out how the Ontario 
Government had protected and stood op 
for the interests of tlie laboring men. as 
well as helping the farmer. He told of the 
Government’s hgbt against, the San Jose 
scale and the precautions they were taking 
to exterminate this pest in (janada.' He 
showed how the Government bad provided 
for the insane and unfortunate. The hon¬ 
esty aud purity of their administration had 
benefitted the people, aud sit an example 
for the youth of Ontario to look up to aud 
emulate. They had made it possible to

No man could poiut to one charge that had i 
beeu sustained aguicst a member of thi; 
Outario Cabinet. Ho referred to an , 
instance in the career of the late Christo- ' 
pber Fraser, who had left a monument to 
his memory in the shape of the parlia¬ 
ment buildings. On oho occasion a mera 
her of the Opposition queBtionod the 
honesty of one of Mr. Fraser's acts. 
Fraser’s old slouch hat went down on the 
and he rose, and with lire in his eyes, 
said : “1 demand an apology or an investi¬ 
gation.** Mr. Meredith lesued over to his 
support^r|and advised him to retract his 
words, and be did io.

\Vh«.u the i.ibtrul Opposition in the 
Doiiiinioii made charges against Tupper, 
('intplcuu, Langeviii and others, they 
liroiiglit these men before a committee of 
ihu liuiiiic and proved their charges to be 
true. 'Ihe Oniariu Opposition wore carp 
iiig, balking and winning but they have 
not the courage to make a speoiliu charge.

Mr. Uoss oQ'ered him a com- 
n^ittee to investigate it, fie not 
accepted the offer, lie did not propose to 
let Dr. Mcacham maliga him in this man- 
iiej:. Let him put up or shut up. Dr. 
Meacham would not have it all hieown 
way in this Campaign. They proposed to 
make it warurfur him. On the eighteenth 
of November, cold as it is some times, there 
wiii be a hot time in tbe old town.

He has interested 
foreign capiiallste in the projected In¬ 
dustry but asks by way of a bonus the 
MU’u of iJdri.OOO from the varioui piuni- 
cipalitieM interested. Napanee is asked 
to give $<1,000, Ernestown $7,000, 
Crtindt'ix $7,000, Richmond $.‘>,0(X), 
Nortli Fredericksburgli $4,000, S^tli 
Frcdoricksburgli, $4,000, Adolphus- 
towji $2,000. If any one of the muni¬ 
cipalities interested vetos the grant 
then, so far as Mr. Bicknell is con- 
0 ‘!riied, tlie whole matter drops. The 
importance then of having the matter 
preMeutod to the ratepayers sn the 
proper light is apparent. 

Tlio municipal councils raen'ioned 
have been asked to give a by-faw, 
granting a bonus to the proposed in¬ 
dustry, its first and second reading and 
submit it to the ratepayers to be voted 
on at the municipal eleclions, to be 
lield on January 2nd. Six monihs 
ofter the by-laws {granting said bonus 
are legalized and confirmed by an act 
of the Legislative Assembly of Ontario 
the company will erect in the town el 
Napanee a packing house, estimated to 
cost from $00,000 to $75,000, with a 
capacity for killing 1000 hogs per day, 
and will employ in and about said 
business from 40 to 00 men. The 
bonus Hvill not bo payaMe until the 
packing houso is erected and fully 
e<iuipped. 

In ilio city' of Toronto and other 
large centres the councils have weeted 
large abattoirs and the companies 
opeiHtiiiir these have have thus been 
exiMUptud from building such establish- 
lUtoBts as tlie Napanee CJompany will 
lie called upon to erect. 

It is unnecessary to dwell on the ad¬ 
vantages of having such an industry 
located in the county. It would 
create a homo market for the farmers 
and add much to their material pros- 
perity. The town of Napanoe would 
bo beneflied by the influx of a large 
number of men, which would more 
than offset the small increase in taxes 
that a twenty year grant of iGOO'O' 
wcmid entail. The interest on the 
bonus wonld only amount to a trifle 
over $200 per year aid surely this is a 
small amount to pay for the establish¬ 
ment of such an industry here. 

A by-law was submitted at the 
meeting of the town council on Mon¬ 
day night empowering the council po 
grunt $<>,000 to the industry. Con¬ 
sideration of the matter was deferred 
till next Monday night. The by-law 
will bo suinbiited to the ratepayers of 
Napanee for their approval on January 
'2ud. We are sure our citizens will 
give the question their serious con¬ 
sideration and wo feel confident that 
their verdict will be favorable towards 
the establishment of a canning factory 
in Napanee,
